'Members of OSP are draft exempt upon completion of their two 
year enlistment .but they are approached and offered induce- 
ments (e g retain OSP rank) to Join the Regular Army . 

The UBpMQ consists of members of the local police force who 
perform the additional function of aiding the military to 
apprehend military criminals, undesirables, and deserters. 

The ORM0 Is an unpaid volunteer police force which helps 
the military in the same manner as the UBPM0. 

Normal induction into the WOP and the KBW (Korpus Bezpieczen- 
stwa Wewnetrznego - Internal Security Corps) is in the spring 
and fall, and demobilization is in the month of October, 
Induction into the Army and Air Force 1 b in the fall,, and 
demobilization is in the spring.

At this conference two points were emphasized: 

changes in discipline and drill; (2) change in term of 


service for all WOP, KBW and Army. It was explained that the 
term of service for WOi? and KBW haB been extended from 2? to 
36 months and from 24 to 36 months for the Army. WOP and KBW 
spring conscripts of the class of 1928 were excueed from the 
directive. Fall conscripts of the class of 1928 in WOP and 
KBW were given the extension with an additional 14 day fur- 
lough permitted. Many desertions were reported after this 
order.

In the spring 1950, t 
a law was passed by the polish Congress (Ustawa Sejmu) which 
required many of the reservists in service at that time to 
remain.
